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NEUROTIC ARSEHOLES By Alby 


Neurotic Arseholes are a band from 

West Germany who vary in stvle fron 
song to song. I wrote to Zahni to 

find out more about them (so pay 
attention dudes!). 

Q: Tell us the history of the band. 
When you fomned and wny, mmber of 

gigs you've done, etc? 

Zahni: The members of the band are 
zombie (vocals), Kurt (guitar), Der 
Kurze (drums) ,Zahni (bass). Kurt 

and Zahni began in 1978, where Zahni 
first tried to be lead singer, before 
he bought a guitar in 1980. At the 

end of 1980 Der Kurze became the 
drummer and in February 1881 Zombie 
completed the band. The first gig 

was on the 30th April 1981. In '77 

we accidentally discovered punk and 
were enthusiastic about it which 
influences our band. We've done about 
60 gigs up until now. 

Q: What have been your releases? 

Zahni: In 1981 we had 3 bad songs on 
"Soundtracks Zum Utergang II', 1982 

3 songs on 'Underground Hits I'. 

1983 our first LP was released '...Dis 
cum Bitteren Ende' (To the bitter end). 
1984 we have two songs on 'Keine 
Experimente II’ which is released in 
November. 

Q: Do you consider yourselves a 
political bend, what things do you sing 
about? 5 

Zahni: We do not think we are a 
political band, though lots of our words 
are about political events, war so on. 
The other songs have no special relation 
they are about love/hate, optimism/ 
pesimism, me and you, and so on. The 
one reason for this is that we don't 
want to sing about a theme lots of bands 
have done before and this is with most 
political themes. On the other hand we 
are really frustrated about politics 
because you are nearly without influence 
you can't do much against their ideas. 
Q: Why did you call the band the 
Neurotic Arseholes? 

In 1977 a friend of ours had the idea 
for it. We liked it alot from the start 
but we have no special reason for taking 
this name. 

Q: What is the punk scene like in your 
area? 

cahni: In our area there are 2 other 
punk bands we know very well, called 
‘Detonation X' and 'Stoppelmussen'. 

The people live 15-26 km's away from 
Thinden. Sometimes we meet at partys. 


_ because we thought it sounded better 


Often we meet at the 'AJZ Bickfeld' 

(45 k's away from Thinden) where there 
are lots of concerts with bands from all 
over the world. Directly in Thinden 
there is not a great punk scene, we meet 
our friends in a local pub or visit some 
of them during the week, it's nothing 
out of the way. 

Q: Why are half your songs in German 
and the other half in English? - 

Zahni: There is special reason for 
it. ‘I saw you die' was done in 1977 
by Kurt and Zahni and at that time there 
was no real German punkscene with bands 
and we did all our songs in English. 

The other songs were done in English 


or just because one of us made an 
English song text that time. We don't 
think a German band must only sing in 
German. 

Q: How would you describe your music 
to someone who hadn't heard you before? 
Zahni: We play a mixture between hard 
core-punk (thrash songs) and punk/new 
wave I'd say. The songs are really 
different to each other, we think we 
have our own sound. The difference 
between the songs is because we all 
listen to different bands, but we always 
come to one opinion and just play the 
songs we have fun playing. 

Q: Have you done any major tours 
within or outside of Germany? 

Zahni: No, we haven't. We played 
twice with Anti Nowhere League (real 
rockstars) from the UK but nothing 
else. Other gigs we've done have been 
weekend gigs all over Germany. We 
would really like to do a tour, that 
would be great! 

Q: What are your influences? 

Zahni: At first we were influenced 

by punk bands from the UK. Nowadays 

we are a little influenced by all the 
bands we listen to, but we wanna make 
our own music and don't try to copy 
anyone else. 

Q: What are vour future plans? 

Zahni: At the end of December we'll do 
a new LP and we hope people will like 
it as mich as the first one.

Purk in Japan started a bit after the '77 
explosion like in most other countries, 
but since I wasn't in Japan at the time, 

I can't tell you all too mich about that 
era. I do know about some to the original 
punk bands though, most of which have 
either broken up or gone on to become 
major acts. SHEENA AND THE ROCKETS, 
PLASTICS, ANARCHY, YMO etc. are to me, 
pure shit. THE STAR CLUB got started in 
'78, and despite the stupid name, they are 
a really cool band. Kinda nostalgic, with 
no heavy meaning or anything like that, 
but are still fun to jump around with. 

At the outset of the '80s, the new Hard 
Core movement came to Japan in the form 
of EMOTIONAL MARKET, now known as GISM. 
THE STALIN also got started in the same 
time frame, but unlike GISM, THE. STALIN 
have gone soft. GISM has since gone to 
the metalic speed core route, thrashing 

on and on. It was bands such as GISM 

and THE STALIN that inspired such bands 
as THE CLAY, EXECUTE, ZOUO, G-ZET (now 
known as BLOOD VERI) and countless others. 
LAUGHIN' NOSE got started around the same 
time .too, playing a sort of Oi Hard Core 
mixture. They have now started a record 
label, and haave gone on to form their 
own style of music. Very thrashy on 
stage, but more melodic on vinyl. GAUZE 
and THE COMES are two more bands from the 
early '80s. GAUZE have had many member 
changes, and one LP out on ADK records. 
THE COMES, another thrash outfit are now 
back with new members, new songs and soon, 
a new EP. Two members of THE COMES (Naoki 
-bass and Minoru-guitar) went on to form 
LIP CREAM, a very hard core band in the 
vein of American hard core, which is rare 
since most bands here get influences from 
UK heavys like DISCHARGE, CHAOS UK, GBH 
etc. Only recently it seems, have the 
Japanese punx discovered punk that is not 
British. 

Quite a few bands here play punk that is 
not hardcore inspired. ‘The best of these 
groups are COBRA, SUICIDE, WILLARD, TRASH 
and ABURADAKO. COBRA play everything froin 


pop to Oi, to stomp. When I say Oi though, 


I only imply the misical style, not the 
politicaldogma surrounding the Oi movement 
in England. There are skinheads in Japan, 
but they are pretty much just punks who 
have shaved their heads, and happen to 


enjoy the two chord chanting Oi type sound. 


SUICIDE play a lot of melodic slower 
material, but it is always done well. 
Plus, they produce records themselves and 
only ask absurdly low prices, forfitting 
all profits from the sale which is rare 
here.

TRASH are more hard rock inspired than 
hard core, and have recently aquired 
Kazushi on guitar who used to play in THE 
CLAY. The only time TRASH have been 
recorded in their two year history is on 
a compilation LP from ADK records. Lastly 
ABURADAKO are too original to describe. 
Sort of jazz meets FLIPPER meets THE 
POISON GIRLS sort of set up. Very 
interacate noise, hard to follow at times, 
yet very intense. 

I can remember all too clearly so many 
groups that are constantly forming and 
breaking up and reforming. SYSTEMATIC 
DEAIN are one such group. From Yokohama, 
they've been imictive for over a year now, 
but the vocalist Shigeru keeps telling me 
that they are looking for new members all 
the time. GAS (originally from Hiroshima) 
have recently lost two members to form a 
new group of their own. And THE CLAY are 
still looking for a new guitarist. All - 
of the aforementioned groups play a hard 
hitting hard core sound in their own 
original way. I can think of many more, 
but I decided to limit the list to groups 
that deserve the attention. 

From Japan's southernmost island, Kyushu, 
comes many hard core groups like CONFUSE, 
THE SEXUAL, KURO, and GAI. I only know 
of their music, not of their history. 

All these bands play a hard GBH DISCHARGE 
inspired sound. 

From the Osaka Kyoto area comes MOBS, ZOUO 
(broke up) SPERMA, HEADACHE and quite a 
few others cach playing their own style 
of punk whether it be hard core or '77ish. 
Moving closer to Tokyo, we find bands 

such as DEADLESS MUSS, THE GENBAKU ONANIZU, 
HEADLESS, and more. North of Tokyo, there 
isn't so many punx. ‘The band DISSARRAY 
from the Tohoku area has broken up. KENJI 
from Ilokkaido are now living in Tokyo. 

I don't know why the scene hasn't spread 
northward. It seems largest though, along 
the industrial belt between Osaka and Tokyo 
This report wasn't meant to be the 'final 
word' of punk in Japan, it was meant only 
to be an introduction to a really active 
scene. There are so many more bands I 
didn't mention, so many more I don't know 
of yet. For more info, why don't you write 
letters to some of the more active English 
speaking punx? I hope this report has at 
least sparked your interest.....bye!
